States coal with Alberta coal is the long railway haul and consequent heavy 
freight. 

The President of the C.N.R. says it.is possible, but not probable, that. the 
present freight rate can be reduced sufliciently to-enable Alberta coal to com- 
pete with 2S. coal and still yield a small profit to the railway. Sir Henry 
distinetly says they will not haul coal at a loss—and, in view of C.N.R. fin- 
ances, rightly so—but this does not imply that they would not haul at actual 
cost, assuming that the earning of even a small profit would operate to pre- 
vent the business altogether. If there was an existing coal tratlie

The size of the tooth brush, as well 
as its shape,'is a matter of persona) 
opinion, It would. be reasonable to 
use a large brush for a targe mouth, 
and a small brush for’a small mouth.

There 
must, of course, be a dentifrice: this 
may be any good tooth powder or 
paste, or merély clean soap. A good 
powder, however, is preferable to any 
other dentifrice.
